The  Bars  correspond  with  those  in  Chants,  except  the 
Double  Bar,  instead  of  which  is  inserted,  as  most  usual, 
a  colon  in  the  middle  of  the  verse. 

Each  verse  should  be  taken  up  by  that  division  of  the 
choir  to  which  it  is  assigned,  immediately  after  the 
preceding  one,  producing  a  continuous  effect,  as  if,  indeed 
(to  a  listener),  the  whole  Psalm  was  one  long  verse, — 
for,  the  musical  cadence  being  allowed  to  rest  each  time 
as  if  it  were  a  final  cadence,  in  other  words,  a  pause  at 
the  end  of  each  verse  creates  monotony.

At  the  word  Change,  a  chant  in  keeping  with  the 
expression  of  the  words  may  be  taken.  The  use  of  the 
Major  and  Minor  modes  also  assists  in  this  respect,  as, 
for  instance,  in  the  1 3th  Psalm,  verse  5,  where  the  same 
chant  should  be  boldly  changed  from  the  Minor  (in  which 
the  Psalm  commences)  to  the  parallel  Major,  at  the  words, 
"  But  my  trust  is  in  Thy  mercy,"  which,  with  a  bl  ight 
combination  of  registers  from  the  organ,  gives  the  desired 
effect. 

As  there  are  not  many  chants  so  written  as  to  allow 
of  this  simple  modulation,  it  may  be  here  mentioned  that 
Nos.  3,  27,  and  30,  in  the  Author's  Chants  and  Responses, 
are  changeable*

10.  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  |  unto  |  Thee  :  or  j 
shall  •  it  de  -  |  clare  Thy  [  truth  ? 

1 1 .  Hear  O  "Lord,  and  have  |  mer  cy  up  -  (  on  me  : 
Lord,  I  be  Thou  [  my  |  helper. 
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12.  Thou  hast  turned  my  heaviness  |  into  |  joy  :  Thou 
hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  |  girded  |  me  with  |  glad- 
ness.

5.  Let  them  be  as  the  dust  be  -  |  fore  the  |  wind  :  and 
the  angel  of  the  |  Lord  |  scattering  |  them. 
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6.  Let  their  way  be  |  dark  and  j  slippery  :  and  let  the 
angel  of  the  |  Lord  |  perse  -  |  cute  them. 

7.  For  they  have  privily  laid  their  net  to  destroy  me 
with  -  I  out  a  |  cause  :  yea,  even  without  a  cause  have  they  j 
made  a  |  pit  •  for  my  |  soul. 

8.  Let  a  sudden  destruction  come  upon  him  unawares, 
and  his  net,  that  he  hath  laid  privily  |  catch  him  -  |  self  :

1 4.  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had  been  my  friend,  | 
or  my  |  brother  :  I  went  heavily,  as  one  that  |  mourneth  | 
for  his  I  mother. 

15.  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced,  and  gathered 
them  -  I  selves  to  -  |  gether  :  yea,  the  very  abjects  came 
together  against  me  unawares,  making  mouths  at  |  me,  and  j 
ceased  j  not.

20.  And  why  ?  their  communing  is  |  not  for  |  peace  : 
but  they  imagine  deceitful  words  against  them  that  are  | 
quiet  I  in  the  |  land. 

21.  They  gaped  upon  me  with  their  |  mouths,  and  | 
said  :  Fie  on  thee,  fie  on  thee,  we  |  saw  it  |  with  our  j 
eyes. 

22.  This  Thou  hast  |  seen,  O  |  Lord  :  hold  not  Thy 
tongue  then,  go  not  |  far  from  |  me,  O  |  Lord. 

23.  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  |  judge  my  |  quarrel  : 
avenge  Thou  my  cause,  my  |  God,  |  and  my  |  Lord. 

24.  Judge  me  O  Lord  my  God,  according  |  to  Thy  | 
righteousness  :  and  let  them  not  |  triumph  |  over  |  me. 

25.  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts,  There,  there,  | 
so  *  would  we  I  have  it  :  neither  let  them  say,  |  We  •  have 
de  -  I  voured  |  him. 

26.  L.et  them  be  put  to  confusion  and  shame  together, 
that  rejoice  |  at  my  I  trouble  :  let  them  be  clothed  with 
rebuke  and  dishonour,  that  |  boast  them  -  |  selves  a  -  | 
gainst  me. 

27.  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice,  that  favour  my  [

28.  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be  talking  |  of  Thy  I 
righteousness  :  and  of  Thy  praise  |  all  the  |  day  |  long.

6.  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  |  strong  | 
mountains  :  Thy  judgments  are  |  like  the  |  great  |  deep. 

7.  Thou  Lord,  shalt  save  both  man  and  beast ;  how 
excellent  is  Thy  mercy  |  O  |  God  :  and  the  children  of 
men  shall  put  their  trust  under  the  |  shadow  |  of  Thy  | 
wings. 

8  They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plenteousness  | 
of  Thy  I  house  :  and  Thou  shalt  give  them  drink  of  Thy 
pleasures,  I  as  out  |  of  the  |  river. 
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9.  For  with  Thee  is  the  |  well  of  |  life  :  and  in  Thy  | 
light  shall  I  we  see  |  light.

4.  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the  children  of 
the  gener  -  ]  ations  to  |  come  :  but  to  show  the  honour  of 
the  Lord,  His  mighty  and  wonderful  |  works  that  | 
He  hath  |  done. 

5.  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave  Isra  -  | 
el  a  j  law  :  which  He  commanded  our  fore  -  |  fathers  to  | 
teach  their  |  children  ; 

6.  That  their  posteri  -  |  ty  might  |  know  it  :  and  the 
children  J  which  were  |  yet  un  -  |  born  ; 

7.  To  the  intent  that  when  |  they  came  |  up  :  they 
might  I  show  their  |  chil    dren  the  |  same  ; 

8.  That  they  might  put  their  |  trust  in  |  God  :  and  not 
to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  |  keep  |  His  com  -  | 
mandments  ; 

9.  And  not  to  be  as  their  forefathers,  a  faithless  and 
stubborn  I  gener  -  |  ation  :  a  generation  that  set  not  their 
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heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not  |  steadfastly  | 
unto  I  God  ; 

10.  Like  as  the  |  chil  dren  of  |  Ephraim  :  who  being 
harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned  themselves  back  | 
in  the  |  day  of  |  battle. 

11.  They  kept  not  the  |  covenant  of  j  God  :  and 
would  not  I  walk  |  in  His  (  law. 

12.  But  forgat  what  |  He  had  |  done  :  and  the 
wonderful  works  that  |  He  had  |  showed  |  for  them. 

13.  Marvellous  things  did  He  in  the  sight  of  our  fore- 
fathers, in  the  I  land  of  |  Egypt  :  even  J  in  the  |  field  of  | 
Zoan. 

1 4.  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  |  them  go  [  through  : 
He  made  the  waters  to  |  stand  |  on  an  j  heap. 

15.  In  the  day-time  also  He  led  them  |  with  a  | 
cloud  :  and  all  the  night  through  |  with  a  |  light  of  |  fire. 

16.  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  |  in  the  |  wilderness  : 
and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had  been  |  out  ■  of  the  | 
great  |  depth. 

17.  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  |  stony  |  rock  : 
so  that  it  gushed  |  out  |  like  the  |  rivers. 

1 8.  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  [  more  a  -  |  gainst  him  : 
and  provoked  the  most  |  Highest  |  in  the  |  wilderness  ? 

1 9.  They  tempted  Gk)&  j  in  their  j  hearts  :  and  required  | 
meat  |  for  their  |  lust. 

20.  They  spake  against  God  |  also,  |  saying  :  Shall 
God  prepare  a  [  table  |  in  the  |  wilderness  ? 

21.  He  smote  the  stony  rock  indeed,  that  the  water 
gushed  out,  and  the  streams  \  flow  -  ed  with  -  |  al  : 
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but  can  He  give  bread  also,  or  pro  -  |  vide  flesh  |  for  His  | 
people  ? 

22.  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  |  He  was  |  wroth  : 
so  the  fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and  there  came 
up  heavy  dis  -  |  pleasure  a  -  |  gainst  |  Israel ; 

23.  Because  they  believed  j  not  in  |  God  :  and  put 
not  their  |  trust  |  in  His  |  help. 

24.  So  He  commanded  the  |  clouds  a  -  |  bove  :  and  | 
open  —  ed  the  |  doors  of  |  heaven. 

25.  He  rained  down  manna  also  upon  them  |  for  to  | 
eat  :  and  |  gave  them  |  food  from  |  heaven. 

26.  So  man  did  eat  |  angels'  |  food  :  for  He  | 
sent  them  |  meat  e  -  |  nough. 

27.  He  caused  the  east  wind  to  blow  |  under  |  heaven  : 
and  through  His  power  He  brought  [  in  the  |  south-west  | 
wind. 

28.  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  [  thick  as  j  dust  : 
and  feathered  fowls  like  ]  as  the  |  sand  *  of  the  ]  sea. 

29.  He  let  it  fall  a  -  |  mong  their  [  tents  :  even 
round  a  -  |  bout  their  j  habit  -  |  ation. 

30.  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled  ;  for  He  gave 
them  their  I  own  de  -  |  sire  :  they  were  not  disap  -  | 
pointed  |  of  their  |  lust. 

31.  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  their  mouths,  the 
heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon  them,  and  slew  the  [ 
wealthiest  |  of  them  :  yea,  and  smote  down  the  chosen  | 
men  that  |  were  in  [  Israel. 

32.  But  for  all  this  they  |  sinned  yet  |  more  :  and 
believed  |  not  His  |  wondrous  |  works. 

L  2 
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33.  Therefore  their  days  did  He  con  -  j  sume  in  | 
vanity  :  and  |  their  |  years  in  |  trouble. 

34.  When  He  slew  them,  |  they  |  sought  him  :  and 
turned  them  early,  and  in  -  |  quired  |  after  |  God. 
( Change. ) 

35.  And  they  remembered  that  God  |  was  their  ! 
strength  :  and  that  the  high  God  |  was  |  their  Re  -  | 
deemer. 

36.  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  Him  |  with  their  j 
mouth  :  and  dissembled  |  with  Him  |  in  their  |  tongue. 

37.  For  their  heart  was  not  |  whole  with  |  him  : 
neither  continued  they  |  steadfast  ]  in  His  |  covenant. 

38.  But  He  was  so  merciful,  that  He  for  -  |  gave  their  j 
misdeeds  :  and  |  —  de  -  |  stroyed  them  j  not. 

39.  Yea,  many  a  time  turned  He  His  |  wrath  a  -  j 
way  :  and  would  not  suffer  His  whole  dis  -  |  pleasure  | 
to  a  -  ]  rise. 

40.  For  He  considered  that  they  |  were  but  J  flesh  : 
and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that  passeth  away,  and  | 
cometh  J  not  a  -  |  gain. 

41.  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  Him  |  in  the  j 
wilderness  :  and  grieved  |  Him  |  in  the  [  desert. 

42.  They  turned  back,  and  j  tempted  |  God  :  and 
moved  the  |  Holy  |  One  in  |  Israel. 

43.  They  thought  not  |  of  His  |  hand  :  and  of  the 
day  when  He  delivered  them  from  the  ]  hand  of  the  | 
ene  -  )  my  ; 

44.  How  he  had  wrought  His  |  miracles  in  |  Egypt  : 
and  His  wonders  |  in  the  |  field  of  |  Zoan. 
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45.  He  turned  their  waters  |  into  |  blood  :  so  that  they  | 
might  not  |  drink  ■  of  the  |  rivers. 

46.  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  de  -  |  vour'd  them  | 
up  :  and  I  frogs  I  to  de  -  [  stroy  them. 

47.  He  gave  their  fruit  |  un  ^  to  the  |  caterpillar  : 
and  their  [  labour  (  un  —  to  the  |  grasshopper. 

48.  He  destroyed  their  |  vines  with  |  hailstones  : 
and  their  mulberry  -  |  trees  |  with  the  |  frost. 

49.  He  smote  their  cattle  |  al  —  so  with  |  hailstones  : 
and  their  flocks  |  with  hot  |  thunder  -  j  bolts. 

50.  He  cast  upon  them  the  furiousness  of  His  wrath, 
anger,  dis  -  |  pleasure,  and  |  trouble  :  and  sent  evil  | 
an  -  gels  a  -  |  mong  [  them. 

51.  He  made  a  way  to  His  indignation,  and  spared  not 
their  |  soul  from  J  death  :  but  gave  their  life  |  over  | 
to  the  J  pestilence  ; 

52.  And  smote  all  the  first  -  |  born  in  |  Egypt  : 
the  most  principal  and  mightiest  |  in  the  |  dwellings  of  [ 
Ham.  (Change.) 

53.  But  as  for  His  own  people,  He  led  them  |  forth 
like  I  sheep  :  and  carried  them  in  the  [  wilderness  |  like  a  | 
flock. 

54.  -  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they  |  should  not  | 
fear  :  and  overwhelmed  their  [  enemies  |  with  the  |  sea. 

55.  And  brought  them  within  the  borders  of  His  | 
sanctu  -  I  ary  :  even  to  His  mountain  which  He  purchased  | 
with  His  I  right  |  hand. 

56.  He  cast  out  the  heathen  |  al  so  be  -  |  fore  thein  : 
caused  their  land  to  be  divided  among  them  for  an  heri- 
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tage,  and  made  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  |  dwell  |  in  their  j 
tents. 

57.  So  they  tempted,  and  displeased  the  [  most  high  | 
God  :  and  kept  |  not  His  |  testi  -  |  monies  ; 

58.  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away  |  like  their  ] 
forefathers  :  starting  aside  |  like  a  [  broken  |  bow. 

59.  For  they  grieved  Kim  with  |  their  hill  -  |  altars  : 
and  provoked  Him  to  dis  -  |  pleasure  |  with  their  j  images. 

60.  When  God  heard  this,  |  He  was  |  wroth  :  and 
took  [  sore  dis  -  |  pleasure  at  |  Israel. 

61.  So  that  He  forsook  the  taber  -  |  nacle  in  |  Silo  : 
even  the  tent  that  He  had  [  pitched  a  -  I  mong  |  men. 

62.  He  delivered  their  power  f  into  cap  -  |  tivity  :  and 
their  beauty  j  in    to  the  |  enemy's  |  hand. 

63.  He  gave  His  people  over  also  |  un  -*-to  the  |  sword  : 
d  was  I  wroth  with  |  His  in  -  |  heritance. 

64.  The  fire  consumed  |  their  young  |  men  :  and  their 
maidens  I  were  not  J  given  to  |  marriage. 

65.  Their  priests  were  slain  |  with  the  |  sword  :  and 
there  were  no  widows  to  [  make  |  lamen  -  [  tation. 

66.  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  f  out  of  |  sleep  :  and 
like  a  I  giant  re  -  |  freshed  with  |  wine. 

67.  He  smote  His  enemies  in  the  |  hinder  |  parts  :  and 
put  them  I  to  a  per  -  |  petual  |  shame. 

68.  He  refused  the  taber  -  |  nacle  of  J  Joseph  :  and 
chose  I  not  the  I  tribe  of  |  Ephraim ; 

69.  But  chose  the  I  tribe  of  |  Judah  :  even  the  hill  of  j 
Sion  I  which  He  |  loved. 

70.  And  there  He  built  His  |  temple  on  |  high  :  and 
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laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the  ground,  which  |  He  hath  | 
made  con  -  |  tinually. 

71.  He  chose  David  |  also  His  |  servant  :  and  took 
Mm  a  -  I  way  |  from  the  |  sheepfolds. 

72.  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great  with  young 
ones  I  He  [  took  him  :  that  he  might  feed  Jacob  His 
people,  and  |  Israel  |  His  in  -  |  heritance. 

73.  So  He  fed  them  with  a  faithful  |  and  true  |  heart  : 
and  ruled  them  prudent  -  |  ly  with  |  all  His  J  power.

6.  Pour  not  Thine  indignation  upon  the  heathen  that  | 
have  not  |  known  Thee  :  and  upon  the  kingdoms  that  have 
not  I  cal  ^  led  up  -  |  on  Thy  ]  Name. 
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7.  For  they  have  de  -  |  voured  |  Jacob  :  and  laid  | 

waste  his  |  dwelling  -  |  place. 

8.  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have  mercy  upon 
us,  j  and  that  |  soon  :  for  we  are  |  come  to  |  great  |  misery. 

9.  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the  glory  |  of 
Thy  I  Name  :  O  deliver  us,  and  be  merciful  unto  our  sins,  | 
for  Thy  I  Name's  |  sake. 

I  o.  Wherefore  do  the  |  heathen  |  say  :  Where  |  —  is  j 
now  their  |  God  ? 

11.  O  let  the  vengeance  of  Thy  servants'  blood  |  that 
is  j  shed  :  be  openly  showed  upon  the  |  heathen  |  in  our  | 
sight. 

12.  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prisoners  |  come 
be  -  j  fore  Thee  :  according  to  the  greatness  of  Thy  power, 
preserve  Thou  those  that  |  are  ap  -  |  point  -2-  ed  to  |  die. 

13.  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our  neighbours 
have  ^las  -  I  phemed  |  Thee  :  reward  Thou  them,  O 
Lord,  I  sevenfold  ]  into  their  |  bosom. 

1 4.  So  we,  that  are  Thy  people,  and  sheep  of  Thy 
pasture,  shall  give  Thee  |  thanks  for  |  ever  :  and  will 
alway  be  showing  forth  Thy  praise  from  gener  -  |  ation 
to  I  gener  -  |  ation.

when  he  came  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  had  |  heard  a  j 
strange  |  language. 

6.  I  eased  his  shoulder  |  from  the  |  burden  :  and  his 
hands  were  de  -  |  livered  from  |  mak  —  ing  the  |  pots. 

7.  Thou  calledst  upon  me  in  troubles,  and  I  de  -  | 
livered  |  thee  :  and  heard  thee  what  time  as  the  |  storm  | 
fell  up  -  [  on  thee. 

8.  I  I  proved  thee  |  also  :  at  the  |  waters  |  of  |  strife. 

9.  Hear  O  my  people,  and  I  will  assure  |  thee,  O  |

17.  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the  | 
finest  wheat  -  |  flour  :  and  with  honey  out  of  the  stony 
rock  should  I  I  have  |  satis  -  |  fied  thee.

Kison  ; 

10.  Who  j  perished  at  |  Endor  :  and  became  |  as  the  | 
dung  of  the  |  earth. 

11.  Make  them  and  their  princes  like  j  Or  —  eb  and  | 
Zeb  :  yea,  make  all  their  princes  like  as  |  Zeba  |  and 
Sal  -  I  mana  ; 

12.  Who  say,  Let  us  take  |  to  our  -  |  selves  : 
the  houses  of  I  God  I  in  pos  -  |  session. 

13.  O  my  God,  make  them  like  j  un  —  to  a  j  wheel  : 
and  as  the  |  stub  —  ble  be  -  |  fore  the  |  wind  ; 

1 4.  Like  as  the  fire  that  burnetii  |  up  the  i 
wood  :  and  as  the  flame  |  that  con  -  |  sum-  eth  the  | 
mountains. 

15.  Persecute  them  even  SO  |  with  Thy  |  tempest  :  and 
make  them  a  -  |   fraid  |  with  Thy  |  storm. 

16.  Make  their  faces  a  -  |  shamed,  O  J  Lord  :  that  | 
they  may  |  seek  Thy  |  Name. 

17.  Let  them  be  confounded  and  vexed  ever  -  |  more 
and  I  more  :  let  them  be  |  put  to  |  shame,  and  ] 
perish.
